against lobbying in

pointed out that under this adminis­ 
tration the 
constitution 
had 
been 
amended for the first time since the 
Civil war when “we freed the senate 
from the control of the great interests 
by making it elective by the people 
at the polls.” 
He then eulogized the 
T'ndervvod-Simmons tariff act as one 
of which the party was justly proud. 
Tariff Act Approved. 
“Not a schedule in it 
fosters 
a 
monopoly,” he said. 
“Our republican 
friends told us it would close the fac­ 
tories, fill the streets with idle men, 
produce a panic, create soup houses 
and distress would reign everywhere; 
but we 
rejoice today to point to an 
unexampled prosperity m the nation, 
with labor more generally employed, 
at higher rates, shorter hours, an I 
better conditions than ever before.

We must not mistake dishonor for 
peace, as we cannot mistake oppres­ 
sion for peace.

army big enough to make aggressors 
think the second time 
before 
they 
strike a blow. 
Democracy wants an 
army and a navy in keeping with the 
dignity, preservation and worth of this 
great republic. We do not want a foot 
o? anybody rise’s soil, and, by the 
eternal God, they shall not take a fool 
of ours.” 
“During this administration wre have 
done more to build up an army and 
navy in three years than the republi­ 
can party did in forty years of its ex­ 
istence. 
More has been done to give 
the American people a navy and army 
in three months than Col. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Taft did in eleven years.** 
Raps the Republicans. 
Senator James spoke of the repub­ 
lican platform declaration for a “con­ 
tinuous policy of national defense,”

by the general board of the navy in 
1903, w'hich was pigeonholed by a re­

such a policy, and after the republi­ 
cans of the house naval affairs com­ 
mittee, in 
June, 
1916, unanimously 
opposed the president's policy, they 
now' say they favor the ‘continuous

Assailed by the Senator. 
The republican plank declaring for 
an “effective system of rural credits 
as opposed to the ineffective law pro- 
poed by the present democratic ad­ 
ministration,” w'as assailed by Sena­ 
tor James, who declared that almost 
every republican in 
the 
house and 
senate had voted for the administra­ 
tion’s rural credits bill, and that none 
had charged that it wras ineffective or 
had proposed a substitute. 
The senator also replied to the re­ 
publican criticism of the administra­ 
tion’s shipping bill, which, he declar­

“For the first time in the history 
of our country,” said Senator James,

States leads the 
world

exports. 
We are more prosperous than ever, 
and mills w'hich 
had 
not turned a 
spindle for years are now' busy. 
All 
the laborers of the United States are 
now buy as never before. With the 
world w'ar raging, our country Is the 
only neutral one that is not 
in dis­ 
tress and the only one that has not 
declared a moratorium. 
Every de­ 
mand of the stress of war the demo­ 
cratic party has 
met 
quickly. 
We 
have freed business from the black­ 
mail of the politician and w'e have 
emancipated it from 
the 
clutch of 
monopoly.” 


Wilson is Like Lincoln. 
The senator likened President Wil­ 
son’s Mexican policy to that of Lin­ 
coln, and quoted from a declaration 
of the latter to show that he had de­ 
clined to intervene when conditions 
were much the same as now. 
“It is a perfectly easy 
thing,” he 
continued, “for the president of the 
United States to plunge his country 
into war if he is a politician before 
he is a patriot. 
He 
would seek his 
own re-election 
as 
he

upon 
horseback up the bloody highway of 
contending armies. 
Of course, our 
army could invade Mexico and march 
in triumph to its capital. 
But after 
the war other armies w'ould march— 
the army of widows and orphans, an 
army of cripples and men broken in 
health, an army of cripples and men 
broken in health, an army of pension­ 
ers and an army 
of 
tax collectors 
gathering up the earnings of the peo­ 
ple to pay the great war debt.” 
The president had 
acted quickly7, 
the senator said, when there was an 
invasion of American territory, and 
Hie punitive expedition now is doing 
ill that this country could do with 
honor in Mexico. 
Always Been Loyal. 
“No president during the life of 
this republic,** said the senator, “has 
ever had to deal with so many deli­ 
cate 
and 
dangerous 
problems 
as 
those which have 
confronted Presi­ 
dent Wilson. W’ith more than half of 
he world in Europe 
at 
war, 
with 
Mexico In revolution at 
our border, 
Hiese difficult and complicating prob­ 
lems have 
confronted 
him 
almost 
daily, and he has 
handled 
them as 
becomes a patriot and a statesman. 
When the Lusitania 
wras 
sunk 
the 
militant voice of Theodore Roosevelt 
cried out for war, and if he had been 
president of the United States at that 
time today 
500,009 
brave American 
ions w'ould be contending around the 
forts of Verdun in this mighty mael­ 
strom of 
blood. 
Thousands 
would 
have been buried 
in 
ditches. 
Our 
president, 
patient, 
patriotic, 
far­ 
sighted, the real statesman, handled 
this question with the greatest abili­ 
ty, and won for America its greatest 
diplomatic victory. There are, happi­ 
ly, two kinds of

Dr. 
Donald ll. Armstrong, an official of 
lie New \ ork Assoc iation for Improv­ 
ing the Condition of the Poor, in a 
paper read before the American Medi­ 
cal association here today. 
Dr. Armstrong discussed the sani­ 
tation of public markets. 
He pointed 
out that while general sanitation in 
grocery stores and markets, including 
such things as clean floots and clean 
ice boxes, was important, the essen­ 
tial things to be looked after if dis­ 
ease was to be guarded against, were 
the problems of personal hygiene. 
Ile urged that all cities, as is now 
he case in New York and elsewhere, 
should require a medical examination 
tor ail food handlers in 
order 
that 
those suffering from dangerous com 
niunicable diseases such as tubercu­ 
losis and typhoid fever, could he weed- 
d out. This should be considered the 
tirst lone of offense, he said.
